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The Menzies. The founders of this family came early 
into prominence in Scottish history, and they received 
grants of land from the Crown for their services. The 
name (originally Mengues) is among the first territorial 
names adopted in Scotland in the reign of Malcolm III. 
In 1745 their strength was estimated at 300 fighting men. 
The war cry of the clan is “ Up with the White and Red” 
(the colour of their tartan), and their badge “ Menzies 
Heath.” Castle Menzies, the residence of the Chief, who 
is a baronet of 1665 creation, is near Aberfeldy, in Perth¬ 
shire, and dates from the middle of the 16th century. 
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
